The department of state will not interfere 
with the execution of the sentence imposed 
by the Turkish tribunal in the case of rioters 
at Casera and Marovan last spring, result- 
ing in the burning of the American college 
at the latter place. In the first place, it is 
said that none of the prisoners are Ameri- 
cin citizeps; in the second place, the crime 
for which they are to be punisbed involved 
the destruction of the Agnerican college, 
which formed the basis of the complaint age 
finally the incident has been completely 
closed. Mr. Newberry, the American sec- 
retary of legation at Constantinople, who 
has been relieved by John Waddle, of Wis- 
consin, made a full inquiry into the case and 
mainly upon his report. supported by. its 


1 own investigation, the Turkish government 


made full reparation for the burning of the 
college by authorizing the payment of 500 
Turkish pounds to the college authorities, 
In addition to this the government grante] 
the college permission to rebuild and fur- 
ther guaranteed it protection. 

The Atianta Ordered Home. 

An order directing the cruiser, Atlanta, 
to return to the United States was issued 
at the navy department today and cabled to 
Captain Bartlett at Greytown, Nicaragua. 
She was ordered to Nicaragua early in May, 
when the trouble was first reported and her 


orders to return home indicate that the 
trouble in Nicaragua is at an end. But 
it also indicates something furthér. Cap- 


tain Higgins’s delay in sailing for which 
he Was severely censured, may be shown 
to have been justified by the condition of the 
ship, which is said to be bad. 

Pulaski Is Out of a Job. 

Judge Bradley, in the distriet supreme 
court today, rendered a decision refusing 
a writ of mandamus to George W. Pu- 
laski to compel the civil service commission 
to approve reinstatement a substi- 
tute letter carrier. Pulaski was dropped 
from @he rolls by Postmaster General Bis- 
self under instructions of the civil service 
commission that the appointment was. ir- 
regular. DPulaski contended that he was un- 
lawfully removed from his position and ap 
plie? for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
postmaster general to reinstate him to the 
commission to approve the reinstatement. 
Judge Bradley discussed in detail the civil 
service law and the points made by the 
peritioner and reached the conclusion thes 
it was apparent from the facts in the case 
that Pulaski, having been irregularly ap- 
pointed, he had no absolute right to the 
office in which he was placed that, would 
justify the court with interfering. The 
court, therefore, refused the writ prayed for. 


TAKING OUT THE CERTIFICATES. 


The National Bank of Commerce Leads in 
the Financial Schome. 

New York, June 20.—The shipment of cur- 
rency to the country today indicated a falling 
off in the demand for such accommodation on 
the part of the country banks. It was said, 
however, by way of explanation, that Tues- 
day is ordinarily a light day for country bus- 
iness of that character. It was noticed today 
that some of the demands were from the 
south and the greater part of the amount for- 
warded today was to southern points. 

Upon the motion ofeJ. Pierpont Moran, one 
of the directors of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, it was decided today to take out 
>1.000.000 in clearing house certificates. The 
formal resolution was as follows: 

“Resolved, That in order to encourage the 
more general taking out of clearing house cer- 
tifieates and with the view of affording need- 
el facilities to solvent borrowers, the ofli- 
cers of this bank are instructed to take out 
clearing house certificates to the amount of 
$1) .000.000." 

The Bank of Commerce is one of the larg- 
ett of the city bankg, and its action was tak- 
en, not beeause it nfded funds, but to make 
it easier for other banks to follow the prece- 
dent. 

Members of the clearing house refuse to say 
if any other banks have taken out certificates, 
buc it is learned that the Bank of Commerce 
is the first to sienify its Intention to do so. 
It is thought that other banks will do 80 very 
readily now that the initiative has beep» 
taken. 
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A Granda Reunion. 

Chicago, June 20.—There will be a monster 
reunion of war veterans, both confederate 
and union, at the world's fair October 20th 
to the 24th inelusive. Those days are desig- 
nated by the exposition authorities and Grand 
Army posts throughout the land will enter 
heartily into the plan to bring all old. sol- 
diers they can to Chicago.

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TO DISLODGE CRISP 


Seems to Be the Purpose of Those Be- 
hind the New York Times, 


BECAUSE HE {S NOT OF WALL STREET, 


That Element Would Like te Bring 
Out an Opposition Candidate. 


BUT THEIR PLAY IS TOO LATE. 


The Democratic Representatives from the 
President’s Own State Are Solid 
for the Georgian. 


New York, June 20.—(Special.)—The la- 
test development in political circles is in an 
interesting rumor afloat that the recent 

‘vigorous attack of The New York Times 
on Speaker Crisp is the forerunner of an 
effort to dislodge him from the speakership. 
It is said that the movement of The Times 
was carefuHy premeditated, and that its 
continued attacks on Speaker Crisp are 
the result of the efforts of representatives 
of a certain element with whose views 
the speaker's opinions on financial matters 


are said not to be in thorough accord. It 
has not developed as yet that President 
Cleveland has anything to do with the 


matter, but it is certain that some of those 
who are closest to him here, notably The 
New York Times, have assumed a particu- 
larly defiant attitude toward Speaker Crisp. 

A well-known congressmmau from. this 
city, who refuses to allow his name to be 
used in connection with the feport, is re- 
sponsible for the assertion that he has been 
invited to a conference with a view to dis- 
cussing the question as to whether or not 
it is possible to bring out a candidate who 
“an defeat Speaker Crisp. Your corre- 
spondent hag investigated the report today 
very carefully, but the thorough sympathy 
of all the democratic members of congress 
from this city with Speaker Crisp is so 
well established that it is not probable that 
any movement looking to his defeat would 
receive any encouragement ffom the city's 
delegation in congress. Speaker Crisp will 
receive the vote of probably every demo- 
cratic representative from this city, though 
if a fight comes, a tremendous effort will 
be made by the element who favor shift- 
ing the currency of the country to the 
single gold standard to select a speaker in 
aceord with their views. 

Just what there is in the report that wires 
are being laid in opposition to Speaker Crisp 
remains to be seen, but there are ugly ru- 
mors current, and the onslaught of The New 
York Times gives credence to the belief 
that there will be an effort made to put 
somebody else in the speaker's chair.

The Bulk of His Property to His Daughter. 
Relatives and Friends Remembered, 

New York, June 20.—The will of Edwin 
Booth, who died on June 10th was filed to- 
day. The will was executed on June 1o, 
1892, in the presence of J. L. Vangert, St. 
Clair Smith and lL. H. Lockwood. ‘The 
decument avas filed by Lawyers Sarnour, 
Rich and Lamoth. Mr. Booth leaves the 
bulk of his property to his daughter. The 
value of the personal estate is estimated to 
be worth $605,000. Ile appoints his friends 
Klias Benedict, William Bispham and John 
MeGonigle executors of his will. Tne tes- 
tator gives to his brother Joseph A. Booth 
€10,000; to his niece, Marie Booth Doug- 
lass, $10,000; to bis nieces and nephews,

North Carolina’s Geological Force Working 
op the Right Line. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 20.—(Special.)— 
State Geologist Holmes reports today that 
his force is now encamped at Sanford mak- 
ing an examination of great beds of brown 
stone in Moore and Anson connties. It 
will next examine remarkable clay beds in 
Harnett county. Examinations of — phos-

Trial at New Bedford. 


PROSECUTION’S CLOSING ARGUMENT. 


Charge of the Judge to the Jury and 
Giving Them the Case. 


THE VERDICT OF “NOT GUILTY.” 


A Shout from the Spectators Which Could 
Be Heard Half a Mile— Miss Borden 
Weeeps for Joy. 


New Bedford, Mass., June-20.—There was 
less of a jam outside the courthouse this 
morning, although at the opening of court 
there Was as many people in the room as 
as at any time during the session. Miss 
Borden entered the room at 8:35 o’clock 
and Governor Robinson took a seat beside 
her and the two engaged in conversation 
until court opened at 9 o'clock. 

Knowlton Finishes His Argument. 

The jury was polled and the district at- 
torney picked up the thread of his argument 
Where he dropped it last night. 

He congratulated the jury upon the near 
approach of the end. The counsel who opened 


the case for the defense said motive was 
part of the government’s case, but the 
speaker said this was not so. Motives are 


neither adequate nor even tolerable when con- 
sidered in connection with a crime. The mo- 
tives of mankind are as inscrutable as are 
the ways of divine providence. It does afford 
Satisfaction to your reasoning to have dis- 
covered that there were unfortunate condi- 
tions in the family from which we can susnect 
even the motive existing. I have called your

attention to the way In which they lived under 


the same roof. It impresses me deeply. as I 
am sure it did you. The malice was all be- 
fure the fact—the wicked, the ingratitude had 


gone on under that roof for many, many 
mouths. Because the lips of those whu do 
know are sealed in death we don't know 


but that some new phase had come ‘up in the 


family light, adding to the feeling of matice 
and jealously existing in this woman. ‘There 


ma® be that in this case, which shows that 
Lizzie Andrew Borden did not plan to kill her 
father, and I hope so. But it was not Lizzie 
Andrew Borden who eame down those stairs 
to meet her father. but a murderess. trans- 
formed from the ties of affection to the most 
consupimate cruelty ever known. She came 
down to meet that stern old man, who loved 
his daughter, but who also loved his wife, 
and the one man above all who would know 
who had killed his wife and when she came 
down stairs she came to meet Nemesis. He 
knew too much of the family relations and she 
did not dare to let him live. 

When she came down statrs it was her 
father she met. but it was also the husband 
of the stepmother whom she hated. There 
was no escape from the crime but to complete 


the bloody work. This second murder was 
not planned, but was done as a wicked and 
fearful necessity. And T sav this to relieve 


my mind of the dreadful feeling that there is 
an deliberate parricade in the world. Bridget 
was doing her-work at the house and the old 
man war taking the Isst walk of his life. 
We fonnd him moving slowly about the city. 
atopping in various places of business, and 
finally he turned into the vard of the house 
where his wife lay dead. We went aronnd to 
the side door and found it locked: went to the 
front door and tried to nse his key, but conld 
not and was let in by Bridger. e came Into 
the honse, sot down and then came Lizzie, 
from the verv place where his wife lay dead, 
and told him a falsehood sbont where the 
wife wae. Where was that stenmother? She 
knew. That would keep the ol? man silent 
for a time. but not for long. Then Bridget 
eame into the d!ning ro@mn to wash the win- 
dows and the old man, after paying a visit to 
his room. came into the sitting room again 
and T.izzve. with the spirit of Jndas kissing 
his Master. sngvests that he lay down to get 
a rest. She tells Rridcet that if she goes 
down town to lock un the doors. as she 
might go out herself. Then Bridget goes up 
stairs to vet her rest and Ligzie goes on 
froning. alone with her victim. In Jess than 
twentr minntes she enlle her servant down 
and tells her that her father is killed. 


Lizzie’s Story Not Consistent. 


There was nobody who came to that honse | 


after the tragedy but asked this woman where 
she was when {ft happened. It began with 
Bridget and van through all her friends. Her 
atory was not consistent with the facts. But 
they come here with the cowardly suggestion 
that this woman could not tell the truth be- 
eause she had been drugged. It was one of 
the very hottest days in the hottest summer 
we have ever known and you are asked to be- 
Hevye that she left her work at the ironing 
board and went up into that hot barn. You 
went into that barn and rov know what it Is 
even on a cool June day. She told Officer 
Harrington that she conld net bear anything— 
any noise—hecanse she wan up in the loft. 
This was the only place where she could get 
and not hear anything. In all your obserya- 
tions have von ever heard of an attempt to 
erente an alibi which was more strange than 
the cireymstances of this one? That barn 
alibi will not stand. We come back and find 
her father dead anda story on her lips which 
hes no vestige of truth in ff.

all through these months, was burned on that 
Sabbath. Lizzie had been told on Saturday 
night that she was guilty and on Sunday 
she burns this dress. He referred to the 
statements of Mrs. Reagan as ill-advised, 
but while enterprising and officious report- 
ers and friends made her take it back, she 
never did so under oath.

The court came in promptly at 11:45 
o clock, every seat in the room being oc- 
cupied as usual. The chief justice then 
addregsed Miss Borden by name, telling 
her that she now had 2 voice and could say 
to the jury what she chose to say. She 
arose somewhat agitated and said to the 
jury: 

_ “I am innocent, but I will leave my case 
in your hands and in the hands of my 
counsel,” 

The Judge’s Charge. 

Judge DowWey then charged the jury. He 
read his charge rapidiy, and among other 
things embodied words of caution to 
make a decision only on the Igw. The court 
defined the degree of murder and said the 
degree was to be determined by the jury. 
The government claims that you ought to 
find that these murders were deliberately 
premeditated. In considering the evidence 
you must needs have several legal principies 
in your mind. One is that of the presump- 
tion of innocence, and this presumption is to 
be cousidered upon principles founded upon 
that benefieent law which says every man 
is innocent until he is proven guilty. The 
character and previous life of the defendant 
biust always be taken into consideration, 
and I understand that the government ai- 
lows that there is nothing in the defendant's 
previous past life to be doubted. It was 
stated that the government presents this 
case on circumstantial evidence. If the evi- 
dence left the jury a reasonable doubt as to 
Whether she was near her father when he 
was murdered, then the doubt would be fa- 
tal to the government's case, 

It was understood by the court that the 
government claimed. that an essential fact 
was embraced in the note matter: that she 
made statements that she knew were false 
when she was making them. There are three 
grounds to base this on. First, the man who 
wrote it; second, the man who brought it 
has not been found: and, third, there was 
ho note. What motive had the defendant to 
make this statement? What could have 
been more natural for her to say than sim- 
ply that her stepmother had gone out to 
make a call? Was it a natural thing for her 
say, to invent that whiclr at any time 
might be brought against her? It is sald no 
letter was found. 

But contemplate the possibility of there 
being another assassin. Might it not be a 
part of the scheme of the assassin? Might 
he not have come on her when the note was 
there at hand? Might he not have had rea- 
gon to remove it as one of the links? On 
circumstantial evidence unless every lir': 
holds geod the chain is worthless. 

Here the court gave several illustrations 
of his meaning. The jury was asked to re- 
member the supposed facts that the defend- 
aut had no blood on her elothes when first 
seen and there was nothing to connect her 
with the murder so far as outward appear- 
ances went. In order to warrant conviction 
it was not incumbent on the government to 
show that she alone had the opportunity.

Are the views of ex- 
this defendant capable 
of doing this work’? The government claims 
that she was not in the barn at the time 
she said she was, and makes other charges 
which the jury must carefully weigh for its 
actual weight. 

The jury was again cautioned against re- 
ceiving statements for facts. Calling atten- 
tion to medical experts, the court seemed in- 


clined to place smal! reliance upon them as | 


a general thing, and the jury was given to 
understand that it must give to expert _tes- 
timony just as much weight as they thonght 
it onght to receive. The jury was cautioned 
agalust noticing in any way the fact that 
the defendant did not take the stand. The 
court said the burden of proof is on the gov- 
ernment, and the defendant is not obliged to 
shoulder any part of it. The jury was not 
to deal with the cvidence.> a captious spirit. 
If not legaliy guilty you are to say so. 

The jury was asked to think over carefully 
whether a person contemplating crime would 
be likely to tell a friend of it or predict it 
in any way. In the matter of dress, the 
court asked the jury to say whether they 
could extract from all the descriptions of 
dress enough to identify the dress. The 
quarrel story the court disposed of in short 
order, and, of course, ‘left it with the jury 
to say whether it was reavonable to say that 
such persons wite were iftrerested in getting 
Mrs. Keagan’s story became so without hav- 
ing first ascertained the truth of t*e matter. 
The court said the jury would lift the ques- 
tion into clear lines. 

The Verdict “Not Gullty.” 


At the conclusion of the charge the at- 
torneys consulted a few minutes. The jury 
was allowed to-retire, and counsel agreed 
upon what exhibits were to be put into 
the case, after which they were brought 
in again, the oath administered by the 
clerk of the court and the jury took the 
Case, 

It was just 4:30 o'clock when the spec- 
tators, who had kept their seats patiently 
during the retirement of the jury, noticed 
a movement indicating their return. A mo- 
ment later the twelve men filed into their 
seats and were polled. 

Miss Borden was asked to stand up, and 
the foreman was asked to return the ver- 
dict, which he announced “Not guilty.” 

Then the dignity and decorum of the 
courtroom vanished. A cheer went up which 
might have been heard half a mile away 
through the open windows, and there waa 
no attempt to check it. The stately jus- 
tices looked straight ahead at the bare 
walls during the tremendous excitement 
which lasted fully a minute. 

Lizzie Weeps for Joy. 

Miss Borden’s head went down upon the 
rail in front of her, alg tears came where 
they had refused to come for many a long 
day, as she heard the sweetest words ever 
poured into her willing ears. 

Mr. Jennings was almost crying, and his 
voice broke as he put his hand into Mr. 
Adams’s, who sat next to him, and said: 
“Thank God,” while Mr. Adams returned 
the pressure of the hand and seemed in- 
capable of speech. 

Governor Robinson turned to the rapidly 
dissolving jury as they filed out of their 
seats and gleamed on them with a fatherly 
interest in his kindly eye, and stood up 
as Mr. Knowlton and Mr. Moody came 
over and shook hands with the counsel for 
the defense. 

As soon as possible the room waa cleared, 
although it was a hard task, since every- 
body wanted to shake hands with Miss 
Borden. When the spectators had finally 
gone, she .was taken to the room of the 
justices and allowed to recover her com- 
posure, With only the eyes of friends upon 
her and the caresses of devoted admirers. 
At the expiration of an hour she was 
piaced in a carraige and driven to the sta- 
tion, where she took the train for Fall 
River, her home no longer, probably, but 
still the objective point for the immediate - 
present.

Some people are staying up all night, 
On the night of August 31, 1886, Charles 
ton teas visited by the famous earthquake, 
which ruined many buildings and caused 
many deaths under falling walls. That 
shock came about 9 o'clock at night, or 
rather the first one did. During the night 
many other severe shocks came, and, ig 
fact, they continued for months. Slight 
shocks are felt here every few montha, 
and it takes a hard one to cause alarm 
and start «the natives running from their 
houses. Tonight’s was more severe than 
the average shock in the last three or 
four years. 

The accepted theory is that they aré 
caused by the slipping of vast parts of the 
stratta lying beneath this secffon. 


QUITE SEVERE AT SAVANNAH, 


The Shocks Wake People Up but No Damage

Savannah, Ga., June 20.—(Special.}—An 
earthquake shock was felt quite segerely 
here tonight.

At the Brunswick Club, Brunswick's 
swell resort the members dropped their pool 
and papers and hurried down stairs..

And AboutaH undred Others Injured—The 
Maimed Strewn Along the Track. 
Caring for the Injured. 


New York, June 20.—A train on the Long 
Ysland railroad, on which were about a thou- 
gand people returning from the Sheepshead 
Bay races, was derailed in a tunnel a short 
distance from Parkville, L. I. Three’ per- 
gous were killed outright, seven died soon 
after being removed to the hospital, ana 
about one hundred were injured, many so 
gseriousiy that they will not recover. Those 
killed outright at the time of the accident 
were.

There was badinage and wit exchanged be- 
tween brokers and the tout who had given

There were shrieks of pain. Women fainted 
and men became panic-stricken and trampled 
their companions under their feet in their mad 
flight for safety. When the train finally 
stopped those who were tot hurt rendered 
assistance to the wounded who lay along the 
track. Court Officer Dailey wis fonnd beside 
the track, the lower part of his body fright- 
fully crushed. A -.few feet from him was 
found Mr. Pringle. He was still alive. and 
he wag carried upto the top of the embank- 
ment and laid on the grass. Then others 
carried up Robert Cudley and Henry Spink.

In (ie meantime the wounded had 
been gathered up and. stretched out on the 
grass. The physicians, who were arriving, 
attended to their wounds as best they could, 
One hundred persons, it is said, found upon 
this green plot a temporary hospital. 

The people in the carriages had looked unon 
this terrible scene, stopped and also offered 
their assistance. Some of these found upon 
the grass injured frienas. They put them 
{nto the vehicles and took them to their homes 
or to hospitais. Others cared for persons un- 
known to them, either by notifying the 
unknown friends or taking them in their own 
vehicles ang conyeying them away for treat- 
ment. The hospital ambulances arrived and 
into them the wounded crowded. 

Andrew Bartholomew, of Zely Creek, N. Y¥,, 
immediately upon his arrival at the hospital. 
had his left leg amputated and the crushed 
right one dregsed. 

Cause of the Accident.

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it had been opened by the switchmen, or 
whether through long use had become un- 
safe and was jolted open by the passing 
train is not definitely known. As the first 
two cars remained on the track, it is de- 
clared by some that the switch was. shut 
when these passed over, but was jolted loose 
and allowed the other parts of the train to 
be derailed. 

The engineer of the train was John Bach- 
ner. The conductor was George Ormsby. 
Neither would give any statements as to how 
the accident happened. Ormsby said that he 
was collecting tickets at the time and had 
just warned the people to go inside the cars. 
It was the persons who leaped from the right 
side of the car who were injured most se- 
riously. 

W. H. Blood, general superintendent of 
the road, was at the race track this after- 
noon assisting in loading the cars. As soon 
as he heard of the accident he hurried to 
the scene. When spoken to tonight he said 
that he was not in a position yet to make 
a statement. On the north side of the tun- 
nel the tower or a switchman is stationed, 
whose duty it is to report the trains on the 
tracks they run on. It was at one time re: 
ported that he was asleep at the time of 
the accident and had left the switch open. 
This, however, was positively denied by Mc- 
Gary, the switchman. Mr. Blood and sev- 
eral trainmen said they saw him at the 
time of the accident. 

An inquest will be held tomorrow morning, 
probably in Brooklyn. McGary, the towe! 
man, is in the custody of the coroner and the 
other trainmen have been ordered to ap- 
pear at the inquest: At midnight the track 
Was only partly cleared. 


THE DOOMED PROFESSORS. 


Some Hard Work Being Done to Save {Their 
Livea, 

New York, June 20.—At the American board 
of foreign missions in this. city it was learn- 
ed that the outcome of the trial conducted 
in Angora against the Armenians who were 
charged with rioting in Cicasero and Marso- 
van last spring bas greatly surprised the 
board. The Kev. Dr. Daniels, fhe district 
secretary of the board, says: 

“All these prisonefs are natives. The-two 
professors who haye been sentenced to death 
are innocent. ‘They were arrested and im- 
prisoned ou January 2sth, and every request 
to see them or give bail for them was refused. 
They were imprisoned simply because the 
mautfestoes were written with a cyclostyle. 
lt was assumed that they were issued from 
the college, and thus the basis was made for 
un attack on the coilege. On the night of 
February 17th the building was set on fire. 
lt was at once charged by the Turkish offi- 
cers that the Armenians had started the fire 
to conceal the fact that arms and ammiition 
were stored in the building. The official in- 
vestigation, however, definitely fastened the 
responsibility upon the late officials in Muar- 
sovan and the college was cleared of ail 
charges against it of complicity in revolution- 
ary planus: yet the two native professors were 
not released.’’ 

A Washington special says that Secretary 
Gresham was shown a dispatch from Constan- 
tinople, published this morning, stating the 
sentences imposed upon the Armenians, whose 
trials for sedition have just been concluded at 
Augora, 

“This is the first 
the result of the trials,” 
“No official information on the subject has 
yet come to me, and | am therefore unpre- 
pared to say what, if anything will be done 
about it by our government.”’ 

From other. sources, however, it Was as- 
eertained that the government had taken es- 
pecial pains to inform itself of the progress 
of the prosecution and the history of the in- 
cident on which they are based. A very com- 
plete confidential report is on file in the ar- 
chives. ‘hile our government, as 
a government, has no author- 
ity to interfere in the matter of the two pro- 
fessors condemned tro leath, neither of them 
heing an American citizen, it has placed eve- 
ry means at the disposal of their American 
friends to engage counsel who can be sent 
to Angora.”’ 

It is not believed here that aenyihing further 
will be done. 


The Matter in Parllament. 


Tondon, June 20.—The question of the Ar- 
menians who were sentenced to death at An- 
gora by the Turkish 2antbherities on the charge 
of having been concerned in the rioting at 
Cicasero and Marsovun last spring, came up 
in the honse of commons yesterday.

A Ten to One Shot Takes the Honors of 
the Suburban Handicap. 


LAMPLIGHTER CAME IN THIRD. 


How the Great Race Was Runin the Pres- 
ence of Twenty Thousand People. 
The Purse a Fat One, 


New York, June 20.—The suburban handi- 
eap of 1803, the tenth in the history of the 
event. was a most grievous disappointment 
to the turf public. Lamplighter, their idol, 
who was looked upon as a sure victor in the 
great race, was made to fall from the 
high pedestal upon which he had been placed 
and the halo of victory which had gathered 
about him because of bis numerous successes 
was completely dispelled. He was vanquish- 
ed strictly on his merits, as the race Was 
fairly run from beginning to end. 

Lowlander, by Lowland Chief, dam Rest- 
less, a horse that’ has had rather an erratic 
career, won the race from end to end. He 
went out at the fall of the flag, set the pace 
to suit himself and won almost as he pleased 
in the fast time of 2:06 3-4. Terrifier, Father 
Bill. Daley’s candidate, was second, three- 
quarters of a length away, while Lamplight- 
er. the even money favorite, that shrewd 
turfmen said could not lose, was third, four 
lengths -back. Lowlander was a ten to one 
shot in the betting and all kinds of fancy 
prices could be obtained about the chanees 
of Terrifier. The race was worth $15,000 to 
the winner: $5,000 to the second horse and 
$2,000 to the third. The winner is owned 
by Bookmaker Fred Lowe and besides the 
rich stake he netted many thousands of dol- 
lars in bets by the victory of his horse. 

Fully 20,000 people were on the yrounds, 
It was 4°D8 o'clock before the horses bad 
been assigned to positions for the grand 
handicap. After several breaks the flag 
dropped to a good start with Dr. Hasbrouck 
in front. The others were almost in a line 
close behind. McDermott immediately drove 
Lowlender in the lead, while ‘Territier and 
lddersieigh took second and third places re- 
epectively. Dr. Hasbrouck was fourth and 
Lamplighter lay fifth in a good position. The 
others were in a close bunch tn the rear.

UNUSUAL SUN SPOT ACTIVITY. 


An Exceptionably Humid Summer May Be in 
Store for Us. 
From The New York Herald. 

We printed the other day a letter from 
Professor Parkhurst describing the present 
remarkable spots On the sun. 

He says that “the whole surface of the 
sun seems to be unusually active.” A _few 
days ago, Professor Holden, of the Lick 
observatory, telegraphed that a large group 
of solar: spots was then visible. The dia- 
meter of the principlal cluster of spots in 
this group exceeded yery many times that 
of the earth. 

But since Professor Holden’s observation 
another group of spots has been brought in- 
to view by solar rotation, the largest of 
which is on the eastern limb of the sun. 
According to the theory of Dr. Veeder, it 
is when spots are on the eastern limb that 
they most effect weather conditions on the 
earth. As Professor Parkhurst says, if 
the theory be correct, it is to this spot rather 
than to the group reported from the Lick 
observatory that our recent hot wave Was 
due. 

The telescope shows at times that the 
— are great cavities or depressions in the 
Pp 


otosphere caused by some tremendous 
disturbance from beneath the surface. It 
appears evident, therefore, that the sun’s 
energy is now increasing. and, if the recent 
*hot wave” was due to increased radiation 
of solar heat, we should be prepared for an 
exceptionally hot or humid summer.

THE BOMB- THROWERS BLOWN UP. 


Cabinet Ministers Call Upon Canovas and 
Congratulate Him Upon His 
Escape from Death, 


Madrid, June 20.—A large dynamite 
bomb was exploded at midhight a few feet 
from the house of Canovas del Castillo, 
the ex-premier. The explosion was heard 
throughout the city. The immediate dis- 
trict around the house was shaken as if 
by an earthquake. The policemen ran to 
the spot. They found the dismembered body 
of a man in the street and caught a man 
crawling down the street on his haads and 
knees. When arrested the man refused to 
say what he knew of the explosion, but 
complained that he was severely wounded. 
One of his legs was broken, his scalp was 
torn and his face was covered with blood. 
Ile wag taken to a police station, and was 
there identified by a servant employed in a 
house opposite the ex-premier’s, as one of 
three men whom she had seen standing 
on the other side of the street just before 
the explosion. After the explosion she said 
she heard a man run away. A surgeon 
was called and the  prisoner’s wounds 
dressed. He will be examined later this 
morning. 

Many houses in the neighborhood where 
the explosion oecurred were badly damaged.

SIR RICHARD SAID TOO MUCH. 


And the Baron Presiding Interupted Bim— 
The Behring Sea Arbitration. 

Paris, June 20.—Upon the resumption of 
the sitting of the Behring sea tribunal of 
urbitration today Sir Kichard Webster, of 
of counse! for Great Britain, continued his 
argument in support of the British case. 
The proceedings were temporarily enlivened 
by the intervention of Baron de -Courcelle, 
president of the tribunal, who took excep- 
tion to a statement made by Sir Richard 
and who took the opportunity to instruct 


, 


Sir Richard that the tribunal knew its du- 


ties and could not allow him to make state- 
ments that perhaps Great Britain would 
not abide by the decision of the tribunal. 
Sir Richard devoted part of his speech to a 
reindictment of the management or mis- 
mahagement of the Pribyloff islands, both 
by the local United States authorities and 
the agents of the commercial] company prior 
to 1S0U. These persons had for obvious 
reasons, Sir Richard sal, concealed the 
veal state of affairs from the authorities at 
Washington. 

In the course of his remarkes Sir Rich- 
ard maintained that. both Great Britain aud 
the United States were under moral obli- 
gations to sanction by legislation: whatever 
regulations as to the seal tisheries the 
tribunal might adopt, but, he added, this 
obligation was not legally binding. 

When Sir Richard had made this state- 
ment Baron de Courcelle interrupted him 
before he could proceed further and in a 
sharp tone said to him: 

“IT cannot allow you to say that before us. 
We are conducting a serious business. 
Neither country, a party to this arbitration, 
can break its word and reject the award 
made by this tribunal.” 

Sir Richard wag a little taken aback by 
the sharpness of the president's tone and 
hastened to explain that a moral obligation 
was as binding as a legal one.

GERMAN POLITICS. 


Reballots Will Be Taken at Several Points 
During This Month. 

Berlin, June 20.—Second ballots will be 
taken in Luebeck, Leipsic, Frankfort-on-the- 
Main and Elberg on June 234. They will 
be taken generally in Prussia and Saxony 
on June 24th and throughout Batavia and 
Wurtemburg on June 26th. Rector Ahl- 
wardt, the Jew baiter, announced that he 
will not sit in the reichstag for Arnswald, 
where the voters gave him a large majority 
over all on the first ballot, but wii contest 
Nuestettin with Hersburg, conservative. 
with whom he has the right of a rebailot. 
Ahlwardt says he is sure of election in this 
district, which is strongly conservative. 

The Catholie clergy regard with disappro- 
wal the sporadic cartels which clericals are 
closing with social democrats. Many of 
them are already admonishing their parish- 
ioners that the socialists are enemies of so- 
ciety. In support of their attitude they 
‘ite the letter written in December, LSU), 
by the pope to Ludwig Windthorst, then 
leader of the clerical party. In this letter 
the pope says that it was the duty of all 
Catholics to fight the socialists who aimed to 
undermind both thurch and state. 

The first duel connected with the election 
was fought near Koenigsberg yesterday by 
Judge Heinrichs-Walde and Lawyer Schim- 
mel Pfennig. In the first exchange Hein- 
richs-Walde shot his opponent in the breast. 
The quarrel began in a discussion Of the 
results of the election. 

In Alsace Loraine the social democrats 
polled? 46,011 yotes; the elericals and pro- 
tors, 113,521; the Germans, 73,605. 


Bohemian Miners Strike. 

Vienna, June 230.—One tifrpand miners 
struck near Dux, Bohemia, today and held a 
meeting to decide upon their future course 
of action. A company of militia tried to 
break up the meeting. The miners repulsed 
them and the police then began firing. After 
several strikers had fallen scvereiy wounded 
the strikers dispersed. Jater in the after- 
noon they surrounded the carriage of Coupt 
von Thun, governor of the district, and tried 
to drag to the ground the count aud Herr 
Gratmer, chief commissioner in the Teplitz 
district, Policemen fired upon the crowd. 
One maa fell dead, another was mortally 
wounded. The rioters did not yleld, however, 
until a company of soldiers who had been 
summoned charged with fixed bayonets.

Will Hear AH Damage Claims Against the 
Macon Road. 


MASONS TO CELEBRATE SATURDAY, 


Today the Central City Will Vote en the 
Question of Issuing $200,000 Bonds 
for Sewers—The Bridge Scheme. 


Macon, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—Judge 
Emory Speer has passed a very important 
order in the case of the Mercantile Trust 
Company et al. vs. Macon and Northern 
railroad et al., referring all interventions 
to standing masters. Upon the petition 
of the receiver of the Macon and Northern 
all suits against the receiver for damages 
to persons or property arising out of his 
operation of the railroad, or incident to his 
duties, Or for contracts performed by him, 
shall be brought by intervention, and a copy 
of said intervention shall be served on said 
receiver or the superintendent of said road 
personally. All such suits are hereby re- 
ferred to the standing master of the cir- 
cuit court of the United States for the 
western division of the southern district 
of Georgia. The receiver may demur, plead 
or answer to any intervention at the rules 
day following next after said intervention 
has been served, provided, service has been 
made twenty days before said rules day, 
if not so madé then at the next rules day 
thereafter. Upon demurrer filed to any ir 
tervention, either party may give ten days’ 
notice to the opposing party or counsel, 
and. move for a hearing thereon by the 
court or by the presiding judge. On de- 
murrer overruled the defendant must plead 
or answer at the next rules day thereafter 
following, unless the time be enlarged by 
order of the court or judge. The clerk 
shall within three days after the pleas or 
answers of the defendant shall have been 
filed, or the time for filing the same shall 
have expired, make up a certified copy of 
the intervention, or proceedings had there- 
on, and shall transmit the same to the 
standing master. Where the defendant 
bas filed no plea or answer the proceeding 
before the standing master may be ex faile 
After such reference the parties shall have 
two months within which to take testimony 
which mny be taken by the standing 
niaster, or by one of the examiners of the 
court, or by commission as provided by law. 
Such testimony, when taken either by ex- 
aminer or by commission, shall be fur- 
nished to the standing master for his con- 
sideration. It shall not be necessary for 
the standing master in his report to re 
copy the testimony or any document sub- 
mitted in evidence, but he shall carefully 
arrange the same so that where necessary 
easy reference may be made to it, and file 
the same properly identified as his report. 
After the time for taking testimony shall 
have expired, or sooner, if the testimony 
has been taken and the counsel agree, the 
‘ase for argument 
before him, giving counsel for the re- 
spective parties ten days’ notice thereof, 
and after argument the master shall have 
ten days within which to file his report. 
The clerk of the court shall note upon 
the order book a memoramdum of the filing 
of the master’s report, and unless excep- 
tions are filed therein within thirty days 
thereafter the report shall stand confirmed. 

It is further ordered that said receiver 
do not appear to answer any garnishments 
from other courts against any of his em, 

loves, and all such are hereby enjoined; 
fut that upon any judgments acainst any 
employes, upon which participation In the 
trust assets is sought, shall be filed with 
the said standing master, who will give due 
notice to said receiver, or the superintsad- 
ent of said railroad, and that thereupon such 
employe shall forthwith be notified, and 
exempt from execution thereof, 
or 4 sufficiency thereof to satisfy said claim 
and costs, shall be held and paid to the 
creditor or employe as may be adjudi- 
cated.

It 
was at first thought that Grand Master 
Davidson would be present and deliver an 
address, but it will be impossible for him 
to be present. Many of the lodges through- 
out the state will celebrate the day with a 
barbecue. It is probable that the Atlanta 
Masons will have a barbecue. 

The Couvty Commissioners. 


The board of county commissioners met 
today. It was thought they would let the 
contract for replumbing the county court- 
house for improved sanitation, and there 
were several bids for the work, but the 
watter was deferred and the commissioners 
decided to call for new bids on changed 
specifications. The grand jury had recom- 
mended the building of a courthouse in 
Rutland district and the commissioners en- 
dorsed the recommendation and _  appro- 
priated $100 for the purpose in conformity 
with the law, but today the commissioners 
decided that the site offered for the court- 
house by T. J- Ware was too small and the 
commissioners held the matter up to see if 
a larger site couldn’t be obtained. The 
site otfered was 16x20 feer. 

T. J. Ray, of Twiggs county, asked the 
commissioners for $100 damages for in- 
juries sustained by bis mule in falling 
through a bridge, at Nelson’s mill. The 
commissioners declined to give Ray dam- 
ages- He will probably bring suit. 

Commissioners Davis and McGolrick 
were appointed a committee to decide 
whether or not the cells at the jail should 
be repainted. Other matters of minor im- 
portance were discharged. 

The Sewer Election. 


Macon will hold an important election 
tomorrow. It will be to decide the ques- 
tion whether or not $200,000 of bonds shall 
be issued to build a system of sanitary 
sewers. Two-thirds of the votes of the 
last general city election and two-thirds of 
the votes cast tomorrow must be in favor 
of the bonds. There seems to be but little 
doubt that two-thirds of the votes cast to- 
morrow will be in favor of sewers, but the 
danger to be apprehended is that two-thirds 
of the vote of the last election will not be 
cast in favor of the bonds. It will require 
hard and continuous work on the part of 
the friends of sewers to get out a vote big 
enough to make the necessary two-thirds, 
here is no opposition to sewers as an 
original preposition, but there is opposition 
to the building of them under the ordinance 
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w for sewers and only 350 against 
them the project would be defeated. If 
Macon expects to have a system of sanitarg 
sewers in the near future tomorrow is her 
opportunity. 

The Bridge Scheme. 


Soon after the sewer election is over in 
the city the entire county will be called .on 
to vote for $40,000 of bonds to build a 
new bridge over the Ocmulgee river at the 
foot of Second street. This project also has 
Opposition, and the same two-thirds vote 
that applies to sewers will also apply to the 
bridge bonds. : 

Hon. J. L.. Hardeman, the county’s at- 
torney, will submit his report on the legal 
features of the bridge at the next meeting 
of the commissioners.

they reached the place. The road leading 
up to the Campbell home leads through a 
deep forest of oak and pine trees and here 
it was very dark.

The Doors of the Brunswick State Bank 
Still Closed, 


SENSATIONAL RUMORS STILL AFLOAT. 


Northern Capitaliste Name Conditions on 
Which They Will Furnish Money 
to the Institution. 


Brunswick, Ga-, June 20.—(Special.)— 
The Brunswick State bank did not reopen 
today, but, as usual, the attorneys for the 
bank appeared before Judge Sweat and ex- 
hibited telegrams from Marsh & Thayer, 
the northern capitalists, who say they have 
the money ready when all the depositors 
agree to lef their money remain and take 
it in installments of 25 per cent every 
sixty days. There is aa open suspicion in 
Brunswick that Marsh & ‘Thayer are 
working a big game of bluff on the people 
here by putting off the reopening of the 
bank until they can get things their own 
way. There is another open suspicion here 
that all the promises that nave been made 
are put up to delay the grand jury in the 
investigation, and these suspicions, being 
well aired on the street corners, are caus- 
ing great dissatisfaction amongst some of 
the depositors. Judge Sweat, however, 
seems to know his duty as does Solicitor 
Brantley, and indications point to a thor- 
ough investigation of some of the methods 
formerly employed by some one in the 
Brunswick banks. Judge Sweat granted ad- 
ditional time to the bank today, but he 
took pains also not to discharge the grand 
jury, but only to adjourn them until Tues- 
day next. Then it will again be seen if 
the depositors of the Brunswick State bank 
will bave to listen to more orders from the 
northern capitalists. Brunswick’s newspa- 
pers have done all in their power to keep 
down the feeling among the depositors by 
not publishing any of the sensational ru- 
mors concerning the banks, but now they 
are beginning to consider their jobs as- 
suming proportions too huge to handle. 

City Council Enjoined. 

Attorney Frank Harris, for a fow citi- 
zens, today filed an injunction against the 
city to prevent the council from selling 
bonds issued for sewerage and applying the 
money to any other purpose. A temporary 
injunction was granted, pending the heuar- 
ing, June 28th.

KILLED IN A RUNAWAY, 


James A. Perry Was Thrown from His 
Wagor and His Neck Was Broken. 

Cordele, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—Mr, 
James A, Perry was thrown from a wagon 
this afternoon, about two miles from Cor- 
dele, and was instantly killed. The ‘accident 
occurred about 3% o’clock and the announee 
ment bere caused a great shock. He and his 
little son and qa negro man were on their 
way to Cordele with a load of melons 
from his farm. The litthke boy was driving 
the team of mules, a pair of spirited ani- 
mals, but Mr. Perry thought fhat with 
himself and the negro in the wagon there 
would be no trouble in controlling them. 
When they reached a point, about half way 
between Mr. Perry’s house and this city, 
he raised an umbrella. The mules took 
fright and started off at a very brisk rate.

‘The time made by this road 
and the success Of the combination double 
end aud center ice valuts have workea 
a revelation in peach shipping which grow- 
ers did not expect to see this year. Con- 
sequently, they are in better spirits than 
ever. before, and feel certain now that 
they can get their fruit to markets not 
only in quick tline, but in more marketable 
condition than heretofore. ‘The cost is less, 
too, as*the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
going west and north, and the Kast Ten- 
nessee, Virgmia and Georgia railroad going 
north, east aud West, furnish refrigerator 
cars free. Shippers merely pay for the re- 
frizeration needed, much or little, while the 
California Truit and ‘Transportation Car 
Company charge S90 refrigeration, no mat- 
ter how much is necessary. 

This improvement of the East Tennessee 
road puts a new and decidedly satisfactory 
aspect on the formerly knotty and un- 
satisfactory question in successful and 
cheap refrigeration for peach shipping.

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A Famous Captain. 

In some of the first battles of the war 
in Virginia the routed federals told won- 
derful stories of the furious onslaught 
of the confederate Black Horse cavatry. 

‘Lhis famous troop of cavaliers, com- 
posed of wealiay young planters who 
Were mounted on ths wost superb black 
chargers that money could my, struck 
terror into the opposiag host, and when 
these dashing horsemen flashed their 
gleaming sabers forward they swept 
the field. 

Their captain, Alexander D. Payne, a 
brilliant lawyer of the Fauquier bar, 
died not long ago, and the recent tribute 
paid to his memory by General D. H. 
Payne at a bar meeting makes a notable 
chapter in confederate memorial litera- 
ture. It seems that the daring com- 
mander of the Black Horse was a hero 
of the old-fashioned type. General 
Payne says that his character was sin- 
gulurly attractive, not by the Sunday 
school standard, for his catalogue of 
that type of virtue was, perhaps, lim- 
ited, but in the high, heaithy, virile, Ro- 
man sense. Tle was never one “who 
Gubbled in the font of fietlve fears, or 
nursed on mealy-mouthed philanthrop- 
ices.” He was pre-eminently a truth- 
lover and truth-teller, with eves that 
sought the gaze of others, causing hy- 
pocrisy and cant to quail before their 
penetrating glance. He was a strong, 
indomitable man, with a rugged charac- 
ter, dominated by a personal and sacred 
sepse of duty. Accepting the conse- 
quences of the war, he struggled for his 
loved ones until his labors chained the 
wolf which would otherwise have 
barked at their doors, 

Although a lawyer and aé scholar, 
Payne justified his war record by no 
theory of secession and by no plea of 
constitutional right. He made no se- 
cret of the fact that his passionate love 
of Virginia controlled his conduct. “‘He 
fought,” says his eulogist, “for inde- 
pendence and freedom forever, for him- 
self and his people, from union with the 
north and her people, He fought that 
his country wight not be their country, 
and that their gods might not be his 
gods, and when he failed and dire ea- 
lamity came upon him he accepted only 
what he could not avert, and never 
soiled his lips with false or fawning 
professions.” 

His death was worthy of him. In his 
last hours muffled words of command 
broke from his lips. He dreamed that 
he was near the flashing guns, where, 
amidst the battle’s chorus, his fearless 
horsemen were forming for a charge 
that would make history and heroes. 

The men of this generation will shake 
their heads sadly and say that this 
man’s sectionalism was too intense, and 
that his patriotism” was not’ broad 
enough. Stiil they cannot heln admir- 
ing and respecting the dauntless courage 
and constancy of this golden-hearted 
Virginian, who was the peer of any of 
the cavaliers that rode with Rupert—the 
equal of any of the knights that fol- 
lowed Arthur! 
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Another National Issue. 

Mr. Cleveland is said to be deeply in- 
terested in a problem of a personal na- 
ture, and it bids fair to become a na- 
tional issue, 

Briefly stated, the situation is simply 
this: Mr. Cleveland has come to the 
conclusion that there is too much of him, 
He weighs about 300 pounds, and has 
been gaining half a pound a day ever 
since he went to Washington. Two 
years ago he took the Schwenninger 
cure and reduced his weight considera- 
bly. Whether he will try the same sys- 
tem again is not definitely known, but 
it is reported that Dr. John Wesley 
Gibbs will soon take him in hand and 
administer the treafment. 

Some of the president’s friends fear 
that he will resort to the banting sys- 
tem, bue Dr. Gibbs says that he will 
not, as it is nothing less than starvation. 
It Las been suggested that he should try 
the English cure, which consists of a 
steady diet of hot water and rare beef, 
but he is belieyed to be in favor of the 
Schwenninger plan, under which Bis- 
marck regained his health. Under this 
System each individual has the treat- 
ment modified to suit his case, and with 
Mr. Cleveland it can be successfully 
tried without calisthenic exercise and 
without starving him. 

The president’s case is attracting at- 
tention throughout the country, and 
there are indications of the formation of 
parties and factions advocating differ- 
ent modes of cure. It is generally 
agreed that *something must be done. 
We cannot permit our chief magistrate, 
who already weighs 300 pounds, to go 
on increasing his adipose at the rate of 
half a pound a day. Even if he is in- 
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have to move in the matter. Mr. Cleve- 
land must part company with some of 
his interesting personality, peaceably if 
possible, forcibly if it must be. The 
Americun people do not propose to have 
their president transformed into a sec- 
ond Daniel Lambert if they can help it. 

While the discussion of conflicting anti- 
fat systems is going on we feel tempted 
to suggest a cure that would work very 
satisfactorily. Let Mr. Cleveland eall 
the extra session of congress to meet jn 
July and buckle down to work with our 
lawmakers. If he will give his personal 
attention to the work of congress during 
a summer session, and grapple. with the 
issues that will come before that body 
we feel tempted to predict that he will 
lose at least seventy-five pounds in the 
course of ninety days. This is neither 
the banting nor the Schwenninger cure— 
it is a Jeffersonian remedy, and the 
beauty of it is that it would help the 
public even more than it would the dis- 
ttngeuished patient. 

Give it a trial! 
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As to Annexation. 

Concerning the card of Mr. Luther 
Z. Rosser, published elsewhere in this 
issue, as to the action of the West End 
council in regard to the annexation ques- 
tion, it is but just to West Icnd's repre- 
sentatives to give them the benefit of 
their implied statement that after a full 
conference with the Atlanta committee 
they would endeavor to secure the best 
terms possible and would submit the 
result of their conference, for approval, 
to the people of West End. 

This seems to be the attitude of the 
West End council, which, whether it 
favors or opposes annexation under any 
terms, is, of course, willing to submit 
the matter to the people of West End. 
It is the duty of the committee to con- 
fer freely with the committee from the 
Atlanta council and to secure the most 
advantageous terms that Atlanta is will- 
ing to offer. Then thie matter should be 
left in this shape for the people of West 
End to say whether or pot the terms 
are satisfactory enough to authorize an- 
nexation. 

We believe this is the position of the 
West End council. If it is, it is tenable; 
if it is not, the members lay themselves 
liable to criticism. 


A Misunderstood Ruling. 

The impression prevails that, under 
Mr. Cleveland's ruling, an official term 
dates from an officeholder’s commission, 
and not from -the date of enteripg upon 
the duties of the office. 

There is good reason to belleve that a 
misunderstanding exists as to the points 
involved in this ruling. If a term of 
oftice dates from the commission, then 
many officlals who took charge of their 
posts several months or a year before 
their appointments were confirmed by 
the senate would hold their positions 
considerably beyond the four years limit. 

It is not likely that there has been any 
decision to this effect. Our view of the 
matter is sustained by the recent action 
of the United States court at Birming- 
ham. Three years ago the district at- 
torney and the marshal were appointed 
Inder commissions that read “for a 
term of four years.” Mr. Cleveland 
has appointed their successors and the 
commissions of the new district attor- 
ney and marshal have been recognized 
by the court over the protest of their 
predecessors im office. 

Clearly, this indicates the intention of 
Mr. Cleveland to remove republican of- 
ficials, without regard to the date of 
their commissions. When he has time 
to reach their cases some of the office 
holders who expect their commissions 
to continue their terms for a year or sv 
under a democratic administration will 
find that they are mistaken. The Ala- 
bama cases make it plain that the pres- 
ident’s utterances on the subject a short 
time ago have been misunderstood. 
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The Money Question. 

The St. Louis Republic believes that 
while the money system of China may 
be best for that country, and the Eng- 
lish system best for that people, it by 
no means follows that either system 
would suit the United States. 

We must bear in mind the fact that 
our country is not densely populated, 
and exchanges at a few points will not 
accommodate our business interests, 
As our contemporary puts it: 

A nation’s masses need money which ts unt- 
form, stable, fairly representative of the 
prices of commodities, sufficient in quantity 
and too weil diffused to be manipulated by 
combinations of a few individuals. The Wipt 
and south assent to these propositions, and 
the most extreme disciples of English monv- 
metallism cannot deny one of them. 

When congress meets to reform the eur- 
reney by repealing the Sherman bullion pur- 
chase ‘act the west and south will not ba 
shaken by the self-righteous tone of those 
who are saturated with English monetary 
literature. The problem is money for the 
United States, for a country with 3,000,000 
square mniles of territory and a range of pro- 
ductions extending from the cotton mills of 
Fall River to the orchards and Vineyards of 
the California valleys. Our index is not Eng: 
land, China or Vatagonia. 

Our question Is what forms of sonnd, legal] 
tender currency will be most readily dis- 
tributed to all the industries of the people, 
will best preserve an equilibrium of prices 
and will most nearly fix between debtor and 
creditor relations of equity. 

Is it An improper request from the west 
and south that the eastern representatives 
go to Washington with a similar purpose? 
We intend to be so represented, and we ask 
no less and no more of the hortheastern 
states. West and south believe in American 
money for the American people. 

The thoughtful reader will see that 
while our contemporary makes out in a 
general way a strong case against the 
monometallists, it also indirectly sug- 
gests good reasons for maintaining a 
local currency such as state banks would 
furnish, in the event of the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on their notes. With 
3,000,000 square miles of territory and 
diverse and important interests in many 
localities demanding a sufficient supply 
of curvency to facilitate exchanges, it 
will be seen that we need something 
more than American legal tender money. 
We need in addition to the currency is- 
sued by the government a local currency 
that will not be absorbed by Wall street. 
Without this medium of exchange the 
east will continue to drain the south and 
west and cause those sections to suffer 
from a currency famine all the year 
round.

the tax on state banks and the establish- 
ment of such banks throughout the country, 
but the democratic party will condemn itself 
utterly if, when it shall repeal the 10 per 
cent tax, it does not make ample provision 
for the protection of the people aguinst the 
state bank schemes which are already bruit- 
ed.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE, 


West End Annexation. 


Editor Coustitution: Since the action of the 
West End council it has been rumored that 
it is the purpose of that body to substitute 
their private views for that of the citizens 
of West End on the question of annexation. 
Among other things the fact that they ap- 
pointed themselves as a body to act as a 
committee, and disregarded the well-known 
wishes of 4 large body of citizens that the 
conuuittee should be taken partly from the 
council and partly from the citizens, has, to 
some extent, unjustly added to that rumor. 
It must be that this rumor is unfounded. It 
cannot be that any officer of the town, in the 
face of the present overwhelming public wish, 
would undertake, by virtue of his office, to 
misrepresent the people of the town. . It is 
absolutely certain that the people of West 
End will overwhelmingly accept fair annexa- 
tion. Nor can it be doubted that Atlanta will 
offer fair terms. It cannot be possible that 
any member of the West End council would 
vote himself into a committee witn the pur- 
pose, secret or avowed, to defeat the wishes 
of his people. The repytation of the men 
composing that body forbid any such belief. 
It has also been rumored that the council, 
now the committee for annexation, is opposed 
to annexation ape any terms. This rumor 
must also be unfoynded. This committee has 
been created for the purpose of formulating 
a plan of annexation. ‘They have not beeu 
uppointed to decide whether annexation is 
desirable. The people of both cities have 
passed beyond that inguiry. That question 
is a back number. The only purpose of the 
appointment was, if possible, to bring the 
two cities together on fair terms. Certainly 
no one should, in fairness to himself or to 
the town, act on that committée who is op- 
posed to annexation itself, who has deter- 
mined beforehand that Atlanta will not offer 
fair terms, and that he will not accept her 
terms as fair. Surely there can be no such 
committeeman on the part of West End. If 
there be sych a one, he misrepresents his peo- 
ple, is unfair to himself and puts himself in 
a position of such inconsistency as, to say the 
least of it, would be painful to a sensitive 
inman. West Eud councilmen are fair-minded 
men, faithful public officers, careful of the 
publie will, deaf to their own prejudices and 
not one of them will remain on the commit- 
tee unless he means in good faith and without 
petty pride ana piejudice to strive to carry 
out the only »urvose of the committee, to-wit:

* Fifteen southern states send 154 representa- 
tives to both branches of the national legisia- 
ture, of whom 148 are democrats, or seven- 
teen more than a majority of the total demo- 
cratic representaton in the two houses. It 
is not unfair to say, therefore, that these 
southern states are in control of nationa) 
legislation. Does any one doubt where they 
stand on the silver question? The telegraphic 
drag-net of one administration organ has 
brought in forty-nine replies from these 1/4 
representatives, of whom forty-seven’ are 
democrats. In other words, nearly three- 
fourths of the southern democrats decline or 
have not been asked to put themselves on 
record. After a week of unceasing effort the 
best showing from the south the administra- 
tion organs can make is ten opponents of re- 
peal, six undecided and twenty-three condi- 
tional advocates of repeal. ° * * But 
figures alone do not tell the whole story. 
The senate finance committee, despite Presi- 
dent Claveland’s angry protestation, was made 
up last March with a democratic free coinage 
majority and with Senator Voorhees, one of 
the most blatant advocates of fallacious finan- 
cial legislation, as its chairman. A Georgla 
congressinan who has hitherto been for free 
silver and has not yet changed his views suffi- 
ciently to declare himself is to be speaker of 
the house, and we have the word of Congress- 
man Rayner, of Maryland, himself for souné 
money. that the house committee will surely 
be made up by the speaker with a_ free 
silver majority. 

These are facts far more indicative of the 
true situation than the poll of only one-third 
of the members who are to deal with the 
question, especially when the omitted two- 
thirds represent largely the free silver senti- 
ment. The Mail and Express made a far 
more complete poll of this congress early last 
winter, and the replies demonstrated that the 
republicans in congress would have to stand 
in the breach for honest fluance if any legisia- 
tion at all is to be had in that line.

HE WOULD NOT LEAVE THE PLACE 


When the Proprietor Moved Out and Re- 
mained inthe Place—~Another Case 
of Wife Beating Last Night. 


The wifebeaters got in their work last 
night. Two of them slept in the police sta- 
tion last night in consequence of the rough 


treatment of their wives. 

About 8 o’clock the rumor reached police 
headquarters that a man had beaten his 
wife in such a brutal manner that she was 
thought to be dying at her home, on Simp- 
son street- With all haste Captain Thomp- 
son, Detectives Bedford and Walton and 
Patrolman Wooten went to the place. They 
were met by Sergeant Ozburn, who had 
heard of the trouble and was on his way, 
and together the several officers went to the 
home of John Weaver, where they learned 
the wifebeating occurred. 

When the officers reached Weaver's 
home they found him sitting peaceably on 
the front veranda as if nothing had oc- 
curred. His wife was found inside the 
house, her face somewhat bruised and 
swollen from her husband’s blows. Weaver 
was very much surprised apparently at the 
visit of the oflicers and declared that he had 
done nothing. Mrs. Weaver said her hus- 
band had struck her, but it was the first 
time, and she asked the officers not to 
make a cage. 

The appearance of the lady and the 
statements of the neighbors were such as to 
induce Captain Thompson to make a case 
against the husband. The neighbors told 
a rather dark story for Weaver and said 
they had been disturbed by his rough 
treatment of his wife. Captain Thompson 
carried Weaver to the police station, where 
he was locked up. Weaver is a railroal 
man, about forty-five years old, and was 
drinking at the time. 

Here's Another of the Same Kind. 

A f>w minutes after Weaver was locked 
up for wifebeating, an officer was called 
into the big boarding house adjoining the 
pores station, which has been kept by Mrs. 
Smith. Yesterday Mrs. Smith vacated the 
place, leaving the two floors vacant, ex- 
cept one room, which was occupied by Rich- 
ard McFadden and his wife. 

McFadden had been one of Mrs. Smith’s 
regular boarders, but when she moved ont 
of the house yesterday he was drinking 
and in no condition to go. She took the 
furniture from the room, leaving only 
personal belongings of the McFaddens in 
the room. All yesterday MeFadden re- 
maine in the room drinking. His wife re- 
mained there with him, as there was no 
place she could well go. 

Some one passing the deserted house, 
about 8 o’clock last night, heard sounds of 
an altercation and called in an officer. 

Patrolman Beavers went up the stnair- 
way and into the room. On the floor, her 
face covered with blood and badly sw llen, 
lay Mrs. Mcladden. Littered about on the 
floor were clothes and other articles. The 
husband was sitting qui.tly in the room. 
He was carried to police headqrarters and 
placed in a cell. Mrs. McFadden was car- 
ried to the Bristol house, and cared for 
during the night.

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Men Who Are Too Old to Take Physical 
. Culture Not Wanted, 


CHIEF CONNOLLY TALKS OUT PLAINLY. 


He Says Physical Culture Has Not Been 
Abolished but Merely Discontinued. 
His Order Yesterday.

Physical culture is not a dead iustitution 
in the police department, says Chief Connolly, 
would-be funny newspaper reports to that 
effect to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Instead of being deceased, this very unl- 
fortunate, much-discussed, much cussed and 
altogether creditable institution is to be re- 
sumed with additions to the regular round of 
exercises, and a fine gymnasium for the police- 
men is to be built, in which they will be re- 
quired to practice regularly. 

So Chief Connolly stated last night. The 
foundation for the newspaper reports that 
physical culture had been stopped in the 
police department was a special order issued 
by Ohief Connolly yesterday to this effect: 

‘During the summer months the physical 
culture exercises for the members of the 
police foree will be discontinued.”’ 

This order was tacked up in the station 
house keeper's office yesterday morn- 
ing and wus read to each of the _ three 
Watches, The reading was heartily applauded 
by the policemen, and when they marched 
ol to their beats they were smiling. It was 
remarked that a happier set of policemen 
hevey marched off of duty. 

The physicial culture exercises have met 
with great opposition from the policemen; 
in fact no order emanating from the chief ever 
created such kicking as the one requiring the 
men tv take plysiciai culture lessols twice 
a week, They kicked and muruwured anu 
things assumed a seridus shape. Mén were 
suspended from duty for the day when they 
failed to attend the ergercises. The chief's 
order yesterday naturally cuused great joy 
along the blue cuats. 

“I see it is stated,’’ said Chief Connolly last 
night, “that the physical culture exercises 
have been stopped, ‘his is a very great mis- 
apprehension of the facts. ‘The exercises have 
merely been discontinued. ‘They will be re- 
sumed after the hot summer months and the 
men will be required to attend them just as 
they have been. 

“And yqu may say further that we are go-- 
ing ao have a fine gymnasium for the members 
of the force. It will be supplied with every- 
thing necessary for the training and develop- 
tng of muscle and policemen will be required 
to practice in it. Of*course some will kick 
at that as they have been kicking at the 
physical culture exercises. We don’t want a 
man on the force who Is too atiff to take the 
exercises, and 1 suapect that the old croakers 
and stiffs will be dropped from the force if 
they can’t take the lessons without continually 
cienking and muttering about it. We want 
healthy, vigorous men who do what is re- 
quired of them without kicking.”’

Good Work Done by the Police Committee 
on Their Recent Tour Through 
the Street.

It would do the hearts of Billie Hill and 
the other members of the police committee 
good to make another gaslight tour of De- 
catur street and note the reform their 
recent visit has wrought. Their hearts 
would flutter with that strange ecstasy 
that comes to the hearts of all true reform- 
ers when they see the accomplishment 
of their dreams. 

Decatur street has undergone a trans- 
formation. The change is wonderful, as 
wonderful as it is welcome. The passing- 
of the dives marks & new era in its life and 
history. Since the visit of the police com- 
mittee scarcely one of the disreputable 
devs on the street remains. 

“Heifers Pen” and other disreputable 
dives of its kind, which are _ scattered 
through several blocks on Decatur street, 
were dark and empty last night. The 
usual noise of loud talking, odor of stale 
beer aud general disorder were not no- 
ticeable about these places. 

The presence on the the street of these 
dens has long been known to the police, 
and they have done a great deal tu check 
them. Immediately after the new police 
headquarters were moved into, Chief Con- 
nolly gave orders that the negro dens, which 
were run in the guise of restaurants, should 
be stopped if possible. Captain Thomp- 
son, who has charge of the evening watch, 
who igs on duty while these places are most 
disorderly, has personally directed several 
raids on the places. At one time thirty- 
two negroes were arrested in “Heifers 
Pen.” This was about two weeks ago. 

But there were limits to the work of the 
oflicers. They could not go into the places 
and arrest the. inmates unless there was 
disorder, and, although they knew the 
placeg to be reeking with infamy and filth, 
they could not intrude upon them. Many 
of these dens flourished under and around 
barrooms, and it was an easy matter for 
the inmates te send out and have beer 
and whisky brought in. Men and women 
congregated in the dives and drank and not 
infrequently fought. 

The visit of the police committee with tha 
tvro detectives spread consternation among 
the keepers and inmates of the dives. 
When the report of that body was made 
public the divekeepers began to make prep- 
arations for getting out. Many of them 
have not moved out, but have greatly toned 
dawn. In a short while Chief Connolly 
hopes to see the street entirely free from 
the evil dens. Speaking of the matter 
yesterday. the chief said: 

“We will soon have the street as orderly 
and respectable as any ‘street in the city. 
There is no good reason why it should not 
be one of the leading business streets of 
the city, and rided of its objectionable 
classes, I believe it would be.”

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Councilmen Look Through the Tax Ordl- 
napce. gene 


A FEW CHANGES WERE MADE. 


Individua] Tax Raised from $1 to $3-—Sev- 
eral Changes Made and Tren Undone. 
Tax Ordinance for 1893-94. 


That. lengthy compilation of uninter 
esting but important figures, representing 
Atlanta’s tax rate, which annually 
wearies and worries the city fathers, was 
the not very entertaining subject of two 
hours’ consideration by council yester- 


day. 

Monday’s regular meeting of council ad- 
journed over until yesterday to consider the 
tax ordinances for 1893-94, and at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning the councihnen 
were in their places, looking as little bored 


as they could. Mr. Shropshire rapped the 
meeting to order, and then Chairman Rice, 
of the tax committee, presented the report 
of his committee. 

Mr. Rice remarked, with a pardonable 
feeling of pride, that he had been connected 
with the tax committee for eight years, 
and had been chairman of the committee 
for four years, and he had never seen a 
better ordinance than the present one. It 
had been evolved with a great deal of care, 
and not a thing was left out. Mr. Rice 
did not want to overburden the people of 
Atlanta with taxes, but he evinced a fear 
that some classes of taxpayers would 
succeed in “billboarding,” as he expressed 
it, the councilmen inte reducing taxes. He 
made out the list with a careful weather- 
eye on the needed income of the city, at the 
same time having an eye on the people. 

The ordinance had been printed and 2ach 
councilman had a copy. It was a cumber- 
some affair, and ,illed several dull, dry 
pages, which the councilmen scanned with 
interested looks. Mr. Rice looked on with 
a fatherly air. It.whs taken up by sec- 
tions. The initial section recited the fact 
that for the support of the government, etc., 
etc., it was necessary to levy taxes, efc., 
ete., and then proceeded to business. 

A full list of the things taxed, with the 
amount opposite, was given. No very ma- 
terial changes were proposed. By metion 
of Mr. Rice the tax on _pawnbrokers, who 
sell pistols, was raised from $100 to $500. 

The change in the tax ordinance, which 
will most interest the people was that 
made in personal tax. At preseat the city 
tax is $1 per person, with $1.50 as clerk’s 
fees, where a fi fa. is issued. The ordinance, 
as proposed by the tax committee, contem- 
plated an increase of $2 in this tax. Mr. 
Colvin and Mr. Hirsch offered vigorous 
opposition to the increase. They urged many 
reaso@s why it should not be made, but 
the odds were against them and the in- 
erease was made. 

On motion of Mr. Meador the tax on 
breweries was doubled, the present rate 
being $50 per annum. This motion met 
with a murmur of opposition, but went 
through. The tax on cotton compresses Was 
raised in like proportion, being made $100 
per annum instead of $50 as now, This 
was done at the instance of Mr. Hill. The 
tax on gas companies was made $200 per 
year instead of $100 on motion of Mr. Hill. 
Later in the session, Mayor Goodwin 
pitched a bomb into the session by making 
the announcement that the proposed in- 
creases in the cases of the gas, breweries 
and cotton compress companies could not 
pe made. He stated that these enterprisés 


could not be taxed over $50 per annum’ 


and be taxed ad valorem at the same time. 
The increases were reconsidered and the 
rate was allowed to remain as now. 

teal estate men are now taxed $100-per 
annum. This very numerous fraternity 
consider this sum excessive, but members 
of the tax ordinance do not think so, and 
so recommended that the tax remain at 
$100. Several real estate dealers were in 
the council chamber and they sent in to 
be read a petition asking that the tax be 
made $25. Several reasons were urged why 
this should be done. The matter wus dis- 
cussed, but eouncil did not believe the re 
duction should be made, and the report 
was adopted. 

Many items of the ordinance were dis- 
cussed as they were reached and not a few 
changes were proposed by critical eouncil- 
men, but none of importance, except those 
already mentioned were made. The consid- 
aration of the ordinance occupied over two 

ours.

tor Nearly Three Hours He Spoke and 
His Audience Was Entranced by 
His Eloquence.

General JacKkson’s Speech. 

The feature of today’s exercises, and the 
event of the college year for all that mat- 
ter, was the speech delivered before *the 
Alumini Association today, at 11 o'clock, 
by General Henry R. Jackson, of Savan- 
nah. 

General Jackson spoke two hours and 
forty minutes. The distinguished orator, 
after being introduced by President P. W. 
Meldrim, of the Alumini Association, opel- 
ed his speech with the definition of the 
word “Loyalty,” and showing when the 
duty of loyalty was violated by the country 
and who the violators were- He traced the 
history of the causes of the War back to the 
administration of Johu Quincy Adams and 
argued forcibly that the abolition spirit 
first began to take active cuaracter ald 
strength. ! 

Reviewing epoch after epoch of the po- 

litical conditions that finally culminated in 
the civil war, emancipation of slaves and 
all the thrilling events of those memorable 
times, and with the facts of history, ac- 
curately stated and quoted from the most 
impartial authors, he justified the position 
or the south and vindicated the cause of 
the confederacy. He showed that through 
John Quincy Adams and vn down to Lin- 
coln, the abolition spirit and opposition. to 
state’s rights came, and that at every 
movement the north forced war and not 
the south. General Jackson held up Clay, 
Calhoun and Webster as the first triuimn- 
Virate who above all others devoted their 
life’s service to the preservation of the 
government. He argued that the mantel 
of Washington fell upon Webster, and that 
he spen. his life and did more for the sup- 
port of the constitution than any other man 
aid that, too, in opposition to the views 
of his own people. 
“General Jackson quoted extensively from 
the speech of Chauncey M. Depew made on 
the one hundredth anniversary of the in- 
anguration of Washington, and _ literalls 
tore the eloquent assertions of the great 
after~linner speaker up. He said tlgp* Mr. 
Depew took- advantage of the occasion 
to belie the facts of history and advance 
his own bitter sectional prejudices. 

No synopsis of the oration can do if 
justice. It was a grand, patriotic and 
eloquent effort, and a distinguished visitor 
said at the close that the greatest compli- 
ment ever paid to an orator at the university 
was that tkh2 audience sat almost motion- 
less in the warm chapel and listened to 
General Jackson two hours and forty min- 
utes. .

terested in, this business, I would isk the 
‘“(Chickenist’” to come out in an early eli- 
tion of The Constitution and let us know 
what such a plant would cost outside of land 
and stock; also to get. his ideas on the variety 
of fowl for general utility purposes. I have 
bred several varieties of faney poultry, and 
«uy hens have paid me on an average of 510 
per year. There is no business that will pay 
such large profits according to the amount 
invested. I made an experiment last season 
on capons with gratifying results, killing 
only two out of sixteen. The net weight of 
these when dressed for market amounted to 
150 pounds, for which I received 20 cents 
per pound. Had these capons been selected 
stock instead of scrubs. and been fed separate- 
ly, like suggested by the ‘“Chickenist,”’ they 
would probably have weighed over 200 pounds. 
The capons cost me as chickens, really noth- 
ing; but lets put down for cost of the same 
about $4.50 for the lot: the cost for the feed 
about $5, which is a big sum. I cleared over 
20 on an investment of less than $10 and had 
no trouble with them. I suppose some one 
will raise the hue and cry about chicken 
cholera and chicken thieves. I have never 
been troubled with either, as I know that 
chicken cholera comes from filth and nothing 
else and chicken thieves can be avoided, but 
while this is an important subject, suppose 
the *“‘Chickenist’’ tell us how he would avoid 
such a calamity? I hope. Mr. Editor, I have 
not trespassed too much on your valuable 
space, Respectfully, D. DRAKE.

Money in Chickens, 


Editor Constitution: Being interested in 
an article that appeared recently in your pa- 
per relating to the artificial Incubation of 
chickens, I beg leave to give some important 
data in relation to this profitable business. 
There is nothing of the kind in this section. 
and as Lam already in the business on a small 
scale, I have no doubt that a large plant 
could be established here. In New Hamp- 
Shire, on an island in lake Winnepesaukee, is 
one of the largest poultry establishments in 
the United States, called the Roxmont poultry 
farm. They have thirteen hundred acres, 
thirty large incubators in constant use and 
one brooding establishment over fourteen hin- 
dred feet long with a capacity of nearly thir- 
ty thousand chickens per month. While 
this is a very large farm. yet I know hyndreds 
that do not come very far behind it. It seems 
strange that in such a climate as we have 
there are no establishments of the kind here. 
Relating to capons, a gentieman last sunmnver 
caponized quite a number of young cockerals 
and they have now renched ten to twelve 
pounds in weight, but as several cockerals of the 
large breeds which he did not caponize. are 
nearly as large, wanting two or three pounds 
of the capons’ weight, he fails to see the ad- 
vantage in the esjra weight to pay him for 
his trouble. But if he were to dress one of 
the ten-pound capons and one of the seven or 
eight-pound rovsters,and send them both to 
the commission man, his advantage would he 
quite apparent, bacapse the rooster, though 
still a chicken, is no longer a chicken in the 
eve of the market man and is the most un- 
salable stock, while the capon will readily 
sell for from 18 cents to 23 cents per pound, 
and the old rooster for not more than 50 
cents. [ hope this question will be stirred up 
by others, and while the city is offering in- 
ducements to new industries, let them well 
consider this one. I have no doubt but that a 
large number would gladly enter in upon such 
an enterprise properly managed. Respect- 
fully, W. R. POPE, JR.

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THE CROP REPORTS. | 


Cotton Is Improving as a General Rule, 
but the Plant Is Small. 


G00D PROSPECTS FOR CORN. 


The Wheatand Oat Harvest Is Over Ex- 
ceptin the Northern Part of tho 
State—Fruit Falling Off. 


The weather and its effect on Georgia's 
growing crops has, in the past week, differ- 
ed eonsiderably in the different sections of 
the state. In the northern counties the 
rainfall was about the desired quantity 
(noue too much), was fairly well distribut- 
ed and very beneficial to all crops; but in 
other sections of the state the rainfall was 
generally heavier than usual and unevenly 
distributed. In many localities the heavy 
rains Were a source of much complaint, as 
from their effect, crops are beginning to 
get Very grassy, oWing priucipally to the 
fact that the ground is too wet to hoe or 
plow. ‘Temperatures all over the state have 
been Warm and seasonable during the lat- 
ter balf of the week, while in the earlier 
pertion of the week it was somewhat cool, 
Cloudy weather has prevailed during much 
of the Week. A continuation of the present 
warm Weather, and more sunshine, is what 
the crops at present need. It should be 
siuted here, that locally, over Very small 
areas, there dave. been some very heavy 
giulaéstarims, tlant éthe cotton plant was 
stripped of its leaves, and wholesale dam- 
age Was done to other crops. 

The cottun crop, on the whole, is steadily 
mproving, but from every quarter of the 
stute reports are to the effect that the size 
of the plant is smaller than usual, this 
year, and has been so from the very first 

the seasen, Farmers are being annoyed 
iow by lice on their cotton, and another 
source of annoyance, which is Keeping 
hands busy, is the rapid and heavy growth 
ot grass. All through the southern sections 
of the state cotton is putting on forms; 
though, as yet, not very rapidly, probably 
owl ng to the recent heavy rains, 

The indications relative to the coming 
vie ld of corn. are generally pretty good. 
Upland corn is, at present, doing the best, 
while lowland corn is generally) not so 
good, on account of some “bottoms” be- 
ing literally soaked with water. Corn is 
nearly all “laid by’’ except in extreme 
uorthern counties 

The harvesting of wheat and oats has 
coutinued durimg ‘the intervals of fair 
weather. In the southern counties little 
remains te be-cut, While in the more north- 
ern cout niles ¢ -onsider: able vet remains stand- 

ux. Rust has, as usual, made its customary 
appearance on grain, thouxgh not to any 
great extent. The oat yield, as a rule, will 
be fully an average one. In some counties, 
principally in the seuth, oats have turned 
out much better than usual. Wheat has 
done very well this year and the yield will 
generally be up to the average or nearly 
so. Rye is reported, in the north, as doing 
very Well. Many farmers think that of late 
ore and more attention is being paid to 
the raising of breadstuffs and that the sup- 
ply this year will be more plentiful than 
usual. 

Sweet potatoes and Irish potatoes are 
doing well and are fully meeting expecta- 
tions.

The Negro Press Association held its 
annual meeting in Atlanta yesterday in 
the ottice of The People’s Advocate, a negro 
paper of this city. Seven newspapers were 
represenhte “dd by a ds ‘legation of bineteeh Mell- 


bers. 

The meeting remained in session dnring 
the forenoon aud the following rr 
were passed: 

To the People of Georgla—The Negro Press 
Association of Georgia in convention assem 
bled in the city of Augusta, ob this the 20th 
day of June, 1895, sends greeting. 

We reattirm the principles set forth 
address to the public issued at Augusta, 
December 26, 15802. 

We are opposed to the wholesale emigra- 
tion of our people. Other things being equal, 
if the negro cannot succeed in the south, 
he will not succeed elsewhere. 

We urge upon our people the necessity and 
duty of properly educating the young—teach- 
ing them to acquire a skillful Knowledge of 
the Various mechanical trades, to enter bus- 
iness pursuits and to have a higher sclise 
of respect for the home and family circle. 

We would recommend the practice of econ- 
omy, temperance and sobriety, together with 
all those habits and practices which go to 
make good citizenship. 

We heartily endorse the course of his ex- 
cellency, Gonvernor William J. Northen, of 
Georgia, and of the better element of the 
white people of the south against lynch law. 

In this same connection we take occaston 
to made the very advanced ground taken 
by The Atlanta Constitution, The Augusta 
Chronicle, The Charleston News and Courier 
and other leading southern newspupers with 
reference to the general welfare of the negro. 
We observe in this enlightened condition of 
public sentiment a ray of hope for our peo-
